A pro-Communist "Partisans of Peace" de- 
monstration in Tabriz on 6 July organized by 

four agitators from Tehran drew about 2,000 

persons, mostly unemployed and laborers* 
Speakers, claiming this would be the first of a series of meetings, attacked 
US and UK "aggression" in Korea and recalled the "murder of their friends 
by the Iranian Army" when the Soviet-supported Azerbaijan, "democratic" 
regime collapsed in December 1946. The US Consulate in Tabriz notes 
that this is the first open support given even indirectly to the exiled "demo- 
crats, "
